Break-Ins by Mounted Police 
Confirmed by Ottawa Official

OTTAWA, Nov. 11 (NYT). —The 
government said yesterday that 
the Royal Canedian Mounted 
Police has been conducting raids 
on private premises at least since 
1950. 

Solicitor-General Francis Fox, 
answering opposition questions in 
the House of Commons, confirm- 
ed a television news report br 
the government-owned Canadian 
Broadcasting Corp. that the 
break-ins were carried out in 8 
project named Operation 300. 

Mr. Fox, the Cabinet minister 
in charge of law enforcement, 
declined to call the break-ins il- 
legal, declaring that this was ἃ 
“complex” question. 

Mr. Fox had disclosed in the 
House Wednesday that the 
mounted police security unit, in 
ἃ program known as Operation 
Cathedral, had been opening and 
copying private mail since 1954. 

Investigation of Balds 

The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, whose functions corre- 
spond to those of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in the 
United States, is being investi- 
gated by a royal commission and 
Quebec provincial authorities for 
8. series of reported illegal raids 
on premises in the Montreal area 
since 1972, including the head- 
quarters of the Parti Québecols, 
the separatist party now govern- 
ing Quebec. 

Mr. Fox said that ali of the 
information on alleged wrong- 
doing by the Mounties bas been 
turned over to the royal com- 
mission headed by Justice David 
McDonald of the Alberta: Su- 
preme Court, 

Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau and Mr, Fox have main- 
tained that the Mounties acted 
in the interest of national secu- 
rity. Mr, Trudeau, among others, 
has suggested that the govern- 
ment consider broadening police 
powers in nationt-security cases. 

Mr. Fox touched off another 
controversy, leading to attacks on 
the government in- Parliament 
yesterday, when he condemned 
the investigative reporting by the 
publicly owned broadcasting cor- 
poration as “irresponsible” and 
suggested that the government 
cut back the funds appropriated 
for the organization. 

Speaking at a Liberal party 
meeting in a Montreal suburb, he 
said that the CBC was paying 
an investigative team $2,000 a 
week to uncover wrongful ac- 
tivities by the Mounted Police— 
a statement thot was denied by 
the corporation. 


Backing for Reports 

Mr. Trudeau, now on 8 trip to

US., Bulgaria Lift

In the last couple of weeks, 
he has bent to reality and bowed 
to some of the criticism directed 
at his handling of the presi- 
dency. 

At his last news conference, 
he tacitly acknowledged that he 
had overloaded the political cir- 
cults by all the legislative activ. 
ism of his first year in office 
and prcmised that in the next 
two years he would make few 
major new proposals. 

Disorganization, Ineptitude 

With many persons in Wash- 
ington complaining that the Car- 
ter White House suffers from dis- 
organization and ineptitude, Mr. 
Carter has privately asked Vice- 
President Mondale and others to 
reconsider ideas for reorganizing 
the White House staff and tight- 
ening its efficiency. 

When others, both inside and 
cutside the administration. sug- 
gested that his ambitious plans 
to visit nine countries this month 
βορὰ next might interfere with 
his commitment to battle for his 
energy program in Congress, he 
canceled the trip and took the 
risks of offending some foreign 
nations in order to make clear 
his own priorities. 

But while Mr. Carter has been 
willing to make what might be 
called procedural concessions to 
his critics, he also took pains in 
the last week to show his deter- 
mination to stand iirm on criti- 
eal issues of substance like en- 
ergy, nuclear proliferation or his 
Middle Esst initiatives. 

Last week, for example, he 
enswered a sharp attack on his 
Middle East policies by Sen. Ho- 
ward Baker jr. of Tennessee, the 
Senate Mimority Leader, with an 
unshrinking restatement of the 
problem es he sees it, even at 
the risk of offending his imme- 
diate audience. 

Before the World Jewish Con- 
gress, he not only repeated his 
commitmert to Israeli security, 

“but also restated his support for 
“the legitimate rights of Pales- 
tinians.” ἃ phrase that Israel and 
its US. supporters originally 
found offensive, and he voiced 
& Rew U.S. concern about Israelt 
settlements in captured Arab ter- 
ritories. 


Mr. Carter used his first veto 
to reject a bill that would have. 
authorized $80 million for 8 cop- 
troversial nuclear breeder reactor 
on the Clinch River in Tennessee. 
To have signed that bill, he ex- 
plained, would have imperiled his 
Protracted effort to curb the 
Proliferation of advanced nuclear 
technology, and with it the po- 
tentia] for making nuclear weap- 
ons, among other countries 
around the world.

Gulf Oil Pays $229,500 Fine 


For Illegal U.S.

$229,500 in a new crackdown on 
misuse of corporate funds for 


illegal transfers of money to and 
from foreign countries by dozens 
of other companies, according to 
congressional and Treasury De- 
partment sources. 

The Gulf fine and the crack- 
down by Treasury have followed 
prodding by the House Govern- 


disclosed widespread failure to 
enforce the Bank Secrecy Act 
ageimss many US. banks and 
corporations, The subcommittee 
won promises of support from 
President Carter's appointees to 
the Treasury Department. 

Chief provisions of the act re- 
quire businessmen to report any 
currency transfers in the United 
States exceeding $10,000 and any 
movement of more than 55.000 m 
cash between the United States 
and foreign countries.

President Carter 
at his news conference drew a proper dis- 
tinction between the Palestinian provocation, 
which he set in a context of “unwarranted 
and continuing terrorist attacks," and the 
Israeli response: “If there are continued 
attacks, some retaliation is required.” He 
sald the violence underlined the urgency of 
convening a Geneva conference, which he 
defined as a forum in which the parties 
would “sit down on a continuing basis and 
work out face to face” the underlying issues. 
He is right, the more so if one element in 
Israeli as well as Palestinian military calcu- 
lation was an intent to spoil Geneva.

Warming Up for SALT Debate 


Traditionally the arguments within this 
country over the kinds of arms-control deals

There as been the usual dire and selec- 
tive Jeaking meant to show—depending 
which side you're on—that (1) the Russians 
have made a wealth of large-minded conces- 
sions that the wicked U.S. military will 
probably not be gracious enough to accept, 
or (2) the Russians, in their infinite slyness, 
have once again snookered U.S. negotiators, 
with the result that everything but U.S. 
Teflon frying pans will be vulnerable to 
nuclear aanihilation by 1980. This time, 
however, there is a new ingredient: The 
entry into the argument of a number of 
senators who have not previously been 
closely associated with the SALT process. We 
think thetr insistence on being cut into the 
deliberations is a good—and cverdue—thing. 


We have in mind Democratic Sens. John: 


Culver of Iowa. Gary Hart of Colorado, Dale 
Bumpers of Arkansas and Wendell Anderson 
of Minnesota. who, along with old strategic- 
arms hand Thomas McIntyre of New Hamp- 
shire, have been raising a certain amount of 
hell about Sen. Henry M. Jackson's powerful 
grip on SALT affairs In the Senate. Their 
demand for what amounts to a change of 
venue from Sen. Jackson's Armed Services 


subcommittee to some committee more hos- 
pitable to a SALT agreement does not strike 
us as compelling. Nor do we entirely share 
their keen sense of outrage over the recent 
anti-agreement leaks. But to the extent 
that these positions may be considered (if 
you will forgive us) bargaining chips, we 
think the senators are dolng a reasonable 
thing. Evidently as a consequence of their 
discontent, the Jackson subcommittee has 
been made more responsive to the needs of 
the other senators for information, and that 
is certainly a plus. 

It should be remembered, however, that 
Sen. Jackson’s powerful grip on things con~ 
cerning SALT in the Senate got that way 
primarily because of his own unflagging 
interest In strategic nuclear matters—and 
the baffled indifference of most of his Sen- 
ate colleagues. We bring this up by way of 
making the first of two small cautionary 
points. It is that Sen. Jackson's critics will 
need to make the same kind of sustained 
effort he does if they hope to have any im- 
pact at all comparable to his. The second 
is that they (and he) should look out for 
the undertow of the domestic SALT argu- 
ment; it pulls people in the direction of 
judging each new Soviet and U.S. arms pro- 
posal not so much on its merits or against 
the relevant technological and political back- 
ground, but rather in terms of who at home 
is for it and who is against tt.

Looking ahead, even scientists fall Into 
the cosmic trap of beleving that virtually 
everything worth knowing 1s already known

covered. Looking back, we know this to be 
the ultimate human folly. Still, can we 
Teally accept the fact that we know as little 
as we do? The year 1977 should be memo- 
rably instructive on this point.

Scientists and the Rev. Moon Connection

ASHINGTON—The Rev, Sun 

Myung Moon is widely view- 
ed as an ecclesiastical hustler who 
has made it big through the 
hypnotic recruiting of confused 
adolescents and some mysterious 
connections to the South Korean 
regime.
